Seated beside him, to his right 
on an elevated platform, were former 
State Senator Fletcher W. Stites, 
Eddie Collins and William Crowell, 
while to his left were Bing Miller, Ted 
Meredith, Olympic quarter and half- 
mile champion; Manager Ebe, of the 
Perm A. C, and the Oakmont orator, 
Jimmy Dykes. 

At the foot of the platform was lo- 
cated the table around which were 
seated the champions of the Main Line 
League, and other executives of the 
club. In the background four elon- 
gated tables bore a capacity gathering 
of two hundred. 

Following the banquet "Bill" Dur- 
bin was kept busy until adjournment, 
introducing the luminary personages 
who honored the club by their pres- 
ence.

Charles Brady Pennypacker, prin- 
cipal of the Lower Merion Senior High 
School for the past eighteen years, died 
suddenly of a heart attack early Sun- 
day morning at his home, 110 Ardmore 
Avenue, Ardmore. He was 54. 

Mr. Pennypacker came to Lower 
Merion as principal in the fall of 1912, 
two years after the Senior High School 
had been built. The tremendous 
growth which has taken place in the 
school under his able administration 
is indicated by the increased enroll- 
ment. Two hundred students com- 
prised the entire senior high school of 
four classes in 1912 when Mr. Penny- 
packer took up his duties. To- 
day the enrollment in three classes, the 
Junior High having absorbed the first 
year high school, numbers 743 stu- 
dents. 

Always a keen supporter of school 
sports. Mr. Pennypacker was instru- 
mental in the construction of the 
school athletic fields which were com- 
pleted in 1915. 

During Mr. Pennypacker's regime 
the work of the Senior High School 
has undergone tremendous expansion. 
The teaching staff has been greatly 
increased to keep pace with the en- 
rollment and new departments of in- 
struction have been added.

Douglass was also re-elected vice pres- 
ident of the Montgomery County 
Council of Republican Women at a 
meeting held at Norristown on Tues- 
day. 
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Many people are familiar with the 
difficulties of starting an old car. You 
kick the starter without result. You 
look at the gas. You kick the starter 
again. You cuss. You look at the 
engine. You try it again and just to 
be different it goes, for no apparent 
reason. You feed it the gas and even- 
tually arrive safely at your destina- 
tion. 

The analogy may be far-fetched, but 
it was in some such manner that the 
opening performance of the Main Line 
Repertory Theatre, given at the 
Woman's Club of Bala-Cynwyd on 
Tuesday evening, occurred. 

The play was W. Somerset 
Maughm's "The Circle/' a pretty good 
play as plays go. It contains several 
sugflir-coated pills of wisdom anent 
love, marriage and human life in gen- 
eral which, however, are not too ob- 
trusive. The action goes along with 
sufficient dramatic interest to the cli- 
max which proves that all men (gen- 
erically speaking) are fools, or more 
politely that they refuse to learn by 
experience. 

In justice to the players, it must be 
said that unforeseen contingencies 
necessitated two changes in the cast 
at the last minute. Hamilton D. 
Shepherd, of Cynwyd, who was cast 
for the role of Teddie Lutton, was 
thrown in the Rose Tree races and un- 
able to appear. His place was ably 
taken by William C. MacBride, Jr., of 
Germantown. C. Ashton McDonald, 
of Merion, who was to take the part 
of Arnold Champion-Cheney, M. P., 
was unable to do so due to the death 
of his father a couple of days before 
the performance. With only two days' 
preparation, Mr. Grady stepped into 
the breach and turned in a fair per- 
formance. 

It began in a rather faltering fash- 
ion, but gained momentum as it pro- 
ceeded. One thing that seems inex- 
cusable though was the constant tend- 
ency on the part of several members 
of the cast to forget their Hnes. If 
this was confined to the understudies 
only, it would not have been so bad, 
but it was not. Mr. McBride, it might 
be mentioned, did not err in this re- 
respect, and Mr. Grady's occasional 
slips were excusable. 

The outstanding performances were 
those of Robert B. Ely, III, of Mer- 
ion, as Give, the father, and Staats 
Cotsworth, of St. Davids, as Lord 
Porteous. Both of these young men 
gave finished performances and to- 
gether with the spirited work of Eliz- 
abeth Barry Cunningham, of Rose- 
mont, just about saved the play. Miss 
Cunningham's vivacity in the first act 
did much to counteract the lugubrious 
beginning. 

Christine Schillard-Smith's perform- 
ance as Elizabeth was not entirely 
convincing, though she was the most 
decorative member of the cast. 
* * * 

It seems unfortunate in a way that 
only one performance of each play is 
given. Even professional companies 
require a few presentations to insure 
things going smoothly. With an ama- 
teur group that necessity would seem 
to be of greater import. 

The Repertory Theatre is fortunate 
in securing the Woman's Club for their 
plays as the auditorium is of a good 
size and it is readily accessible to all 
parts of the Main Line. A good sized 
gathering was on hand Tuesday night. 

To complete my analogy of the 
opening paragraph, perhaps with this 
play off its chest, the Main Line Group 
may gather steam, and, in the manner 
of the old car which is hard to start, 
carry its patrons slowly but surely to 
the Elysian Fields of dramatic enter- 
tainment providing both their players 
and their audiences with many golden 
hours. At least I hope so.

The part of his life and spirit that passed 
on to them will not die, but will again be passed on to others so that as it 
achieves immortality it will become constantly more beautiful. 

For his wife and children we extend our sympathy in their loss, for 
the community we share a new responsibility, for the future of our public 
education we dare only hope that his task may be filled again with the 
same conscientious, capable sort of man who will carry on the principles 
that have been so well laid for him.

during his term of office. 

Finally, it is a privilege and a sacred heritage of all Americans to 
have a voice in their government. Sometimes the voice sounds very still 
and small and we feel that things have been so engineered that we have 
little to say about the running of things, but certainly conditions will 
never change as long as we sit at home, hide in our offices, tramp fjver 
the golf courses, or swap yarns somewhere when we might be making 
our voices heard.

Unearth Ruins Which 

Gave Valley Forge Name 

The site of the old forge for which 
Valley Forge was named has been un- 
covered on the west bank of Valley 
Creek in the park after months of 
excavation. It is near Mount Misery 
and just a few hundred feet from 
Washington Spring. 

Two walls arc plainly visible from 
the highway. The building was 
thirty-four by thirty-six feet. Among 
the pieces of iron uncovered in the 
last few days is one bearing the in- 
scription "Audovcr," showing it came 
from the old Aiuiover Furnaces, which 
were established in New Jersey in 1760. 

An old cannon ball and a piece of 



template chunk stove are among the 
relics, which have been housed in Val- 
ley Forge Museum. The box where 
the tools were cooled in water is in- 
tact, but anoher box, where the ore 
was cooled, is not so well preserved. 

The Valley Forge Park Commission 
has purchased the old forge at Hays 
Creek, Berks County, and this will be 
placed on the recently discovered Val- 
ley Creek site.

gling for recognition among the ball 
clubs of the Main Line and vicinity, 
there was a man who will always be 
remembered for his part in the better- 
ment of the club. A leading hitter in 
1915 with an average of .393 and a 
genius in base stealing, this person 
had the peculiar habit of holding a 
bat cross-handed. Nevertheless, the 
pitchers never forgot to duck after 
they threw in the spheroid. 

The incident that gave him the title, 
"The Iron Man," was when he turned 
in two splendid victories for the bor- 
ough nine in a Fourth of July baseball 
classic, having already defeated hSs 
adversary in a tight contest the previ- 
ous day. This dignitary is none other 
than Fletcher W. Stites, ever a zealous 
supporter of the Narbcrth Baseball 
Club. 

"Toastmastcr, Members of the 
Championship Team, and Fellows," he 
began : 

"This has been one of the most tre- 
mendous years in the history of base- 
ball throughout the country and, per- 
sonally, I want to say this particular 
occasion, tonight, is one of the most 
interesting I have ever attended. It 
is indeed a most gracious occasion — " 
Mr. Stites then went on in his talk 
and, after holding the gathering fas- 
cinated for some time, he was forced 
to return to his feet in response to a 
grand ovation.

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Boro Highway Committee 
Reports Completed Work 

The following Highway Committee 
report of Councilman Robert F. Wood 
was presorted to Council 

The Suburban Construction Com- 
pany has completed the work of pav- 
ing Wynncwood Court, Grove Place 
and Rockland Road, and these im- 
proved streets now await the final ac- 
ceptance of the Borough Council. 

Final bills were received during the 
month for the work of resurfacing 
Wynncwood Avenue and revealed that 
the total cost was $20,237.90, of which 
$4210.20 was recovered from abutting 
property owners for work done by the 
Borough on their curbs and driveways. 
Deducting that item leaves a net total 
of $16,027.70. During the past month, 
we have collected from the county au- 
thorities the county-aid appropriation 
of $8000 for Wynncwood Avenue, 
leaving a final total cost to the Bor- 
ough of $8027.70. 

During the past month bills totaling 
approximately $400 covering the cost 
of repairing curbs and sidewalks, by 
order of the Borough, have been mailed 
out to property owners. 

Our total labor expense for the 
month of September was $1192, divided 
as follows: For collecting 216 cubic 
yards of ashes, $214.56; for street 
cleaning, $729.76; for street mainte- 
nance, $123.66; for operating steam 
roller when rented, $21.60; for the 
Labor Day holiday, $53.64.

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Ardmore Diggings Reveal Fireplace and 

Chimney of Revolutionary Type Farmhouse 



Evidence of the old Conestoga Rail- 
road, which ceased to function close 
to 100 years ago, the fireplace and 
chimney of a Revolutionary farmhouse 
18 feet under the ground and 20 or 
more Indian arrowheads embedded in 
the trunk of a large sycamore tree be- 
lieved to be several centuries old are 
recent discoveries in Ardmore. 

They were made by workmen in con- 
nection with the transformation of 
"Thornbrook," an old Main Line es- 
tate, into what is becoming a thriving 
business community, and already in- 
cludes as a nucleus of futher expan- 
sion a bank, telephone exchange build- 
ing* post office and 12 stores. 

Noted for tall, stately shade trees 
and shrubbery and flower gardens 
dating back to an early period, the es- 
tate was formerly the property of the 
late Edwin Saunders Dixon. 

Uncover Railroad Ties. 

The remains of what at one time 
was the old railroad were discovered 
by workmen while shaving off four or 
five feet of top soil to lower the sur- 
face of the tract level. Beneath the 
rich loam cultivated as vegetable and 
flower gardens, they found solid rail- 
road ties to which at one time were se- 
cured iron rails. 

The old Conestoga Railroad entered 
Philadelphia near City Line bridge at 
a point where the Pencoyd Steel Com- 
pany has its plant. Its course west- 
ward was along Montgomery avenue 
from Bala, through Narberth, Ard- 
more, Haverford and along old Rail- 
road avenue, which still bears that 
name. From Haverford it continued 
westward to Villanova, where it joined 
the Philadelphia and Columbia Rail- 
road. The engines used were similar 
in t} r pe to Old Ironsides. 

Each stone is about two feet and 
has two holes where heavy iron bolts 
formerly held down the rails to form 
the roadbed. The granite blocks were 
arranged in two orderly rows about 
seven feet apart, and each tie bears an 
age-encrusted rust mark where the 
plate went. The bolts also secured the 
plates fast. Four of the stones now 
mark the driveway at the entrance of 
the Haverford home of Leonard W. 

Williams. 

Find Old Fireplace. 
The fireplace and chimney were 
found when workmen dug a trench for 
a sewer. The trench was dug eight 
feet wide and twenty feet deep. Much 
to the amazement of those working on 
the job they came across the remains 
of the old farmhouse at a depth of

about 18 feet. In the fireplace, which 
proved to be almost as large as a small 
room, was found an old iron cradle or 
crane. It was necessary to dynamite 
the walls. 

According to Frederick W. Dreher, 
architect for the development, the old 
masonry remained, but timbers, beams 
and other woodwork which at one time 
formed part of the house had rotted 
away. The walls were about two feet 
thick, and each stone fit the one next 
to it like children's building blocks. The 
fireplace was approximately six by 
seven feet, Mr. Dreher said. 

Had the workmen who were em- 
ployed by A. L. Fretz, contractor, been 
inclined toward archeology, they would 
probably have found more relics, for 
the section in the immediate vicinity is 
rich in history and tradition. 

The Dixon estate, a tract of about 
six acres, included a large mansion, 
garage and greenhouse. It was heav- 
ily wooded even at the time the prop- 
erty was purchased by the Suburban 
Company a few years ago. When it 
was transferred to the new ownership, 
the first thing the developers did was 
to cut down about 375 trees. They 
then made a contract and took off 
about 80,000 cubic yards of dirt in or- 
der to level the property. 

The dirt was easily disposed of in 
the neighborhood where depressions in 
topography exist. The gardens were 
found to be covered over with about 
five feet of top soil, a ccntur}' or more 
old. It was so rich and loamy that it 
was sold for more than it cost to get 
it out. 

Arrowheads Discovered 

It was the fall season when the 

trees were cut down, and because of 

this fact, the trunks, many of them 

large in girth and diameter, were cut

up into firewood. The Indian arrow- 
heads were discovered while this oper- 
ation was in progress. 

How they got there nobody knows, 
but there are several plausible theo- 
ries. Indians fought usually from am- 
bush. When one chief killed another, 
the killer became a marked man in the 
eyes of members of the tribe of the 
dead chief. Either the murderer was 
hunted down until killed or he showed 
the whtie feather and gave up. 

It was considered an honor to be 
the one to get the hunted chief. In 
the event the latter gave himself up 
he was stood up against a tree and 
every one fired an arrow at him. In- 
asmuch as it was considered a great 
honor, every little child in the tribe 
who could draw a bow was given the 
opportunity so that when he grew up 
he could say he had taken a hand in 
meting out justice to the murderer of 
a chief. It is hardly likely that all the 
arrows would find their true mark. 
This, therefore, might account for the 
arrowheads embedded in the tree. 

At one time the Dixon estate, which 
is bounded by Montgomery Pike, An- 
derson and Coulter Avenues, belonged 
to Allen B. Rorke, who was contractor 
for the Pennsylvania Railroad. Ard- 
more was known in those days as 
Athensville and it is from the latter 
that the present Athens Avenue re- 
ceived its name. 

Mr. Dreher, in relating the unusual 
discoveries, revealed that among other 
things a little brook formerly ran 
through the property and under the 
old Conestoga Railroad. Some years 
ago it was covered up, but the course 
it took down the little valley to Mill 
Creek, of • which it was a tributary, still 
is easily discernible. 

Unearth Creek Bed. 

When the cellar for the bank was 
dug the bed of the buried stream was 
struck and it was necessary to put in 
much heavier foundations than origi- 
nally anticipated to prevent settling. 
The name of "Thornbrook," given to 
the property of the Dixon family, in- 
dicates that it may have gotten its 
name from the brook and character of 
the underbrush. 

According to Mr. Dreher, who is an 
authority on local Main Line history, 
and has an old atlas- showing Ardmore 
as Athensville, the old Conestoga Rail- 
road took a serpentine cours,e dodging 
in and out of estates until it got to 
Villanova, because there were more 
landowners, and, consequently, smaller 
estates in the Narberth, Ardmore and 
Haverford section than beyond. 

Mill Creek Road starts at the former 
Dixon estate and winds its way down 
the vallev. During Revolutionary 
times there was a mill on Mill Creek 
Road about a half-mile down from the 
new development. Here in this mill 
glass was ground and mixed with 
flour, which was then given to the 
British. 

Used by Washington's Troops. 

When the old Conestoga Railroad 
was flourishing, Montgomery Avenue 
was known as the Philadelphia, Bala 
and Bryn Mawr Turnpike. Washing- 
ton's troops marched out Montgomery 
Avenue and the old Lancaster Turn- 
pike, sometimes called the Conestoga 
Road, through Ardmore to Valley 
Forge and then pushed on as far as 
Phoenixville. 

They returned by way of Mill Creek

Road into Haverford Road, Powder 
Mill Lane and into what is now known 
as Penfield. City Line was then 
Township Line. At the old plcnished 
their supply of powders, and subse- 
quently worked their way around 
northwest of Philadelphia, eastward to 
the banks of the Delaware at New 
Hope. Later they met and defeated 
the British at Trenton and subse- 
quently recrossed the Delaware into 
Pennsylvania at what si now known 
as Washington's Crossing. 

Surprising as the discovery of a 
farmhouse buried beneath tons of dirt 
appears to be, the location in which it 



was found was easily accounted for 
by Mr. Dreher. 

He pointed out that the structure 
had stood in what formerly was a hol- 
low, part of the same little valley 
through which the brook once coursed 
its way . Houses were built against 
hillsides in olden tmics as a protection 
against the elements of winter. Later, 
when the railroad was built, the farm 
house, which was then abandoned, was 
covered up. Nobody would have 
thought of demolishing the structure 
when an effort was being made to fill 
the hollow, Mr. Dreher said.
